Takes  Place  On

Saint  Joseph’s  College  will 
participate  in  an  Environmental 
Compliance  Peer  Audit  in 
mid-September  of  2010.  The 
audit  will  take  3-4  days  and 
will  involve  participation  from 
administration,  faculty,  staff, 
and  students.“Over  the  next  five 
months  our  College  community 
will  be  looking  at  how  we  do 
things  now  and  what  changes  and 
improvements  need  to  be  made  in 
order  to  protect  our  environment 
in  the  future,”  said  Director  of 
Physical  Plant  Tony  Baltes. 

The  entire  campus  will  be 
reviewed  for  compliance, 
including  residential  buildings, 
public  buildings,  mechanical 
rooms,  classrooms,  labs, 
storage  rooms,  academic  areas, 
utilities,  and  the  land.  A  task 
force  has  been  assembled  to 
help  prepare  the  College  for  the 
audit.  The  members  of  the  task 
force  include:  Physical  Plant 
Director  Tony  Baltes;  Professor 
of  Chemistry  and  Assistant  Vice 


Campus 

President  of  Academic  Affairs 
Rob  Pfaff;  Associate  Professor 
of  Art  and  Education  Bonnie 
Zimmer;  Junior  Political  Science 
major  and  Student  Association 
President  Jordan  Leising  of 
Connersville,  Ind.;  and  Doug 
Terria  of  the  SJC  Physical  Plant. 
The  task  force  is  responsible 
for  gathering  the  information 
required  to  prepare  SJC  to 
comply  with  EPA  regulations,  as 
well  as  assisting  with  identifying 
potential  violations  and  making 
recommendations  to  correct 
them.  Administration,  students, 
faculty,  and  staff  will  all  be 
involved  with  the  planning  and 
will  be  asked  to  help  the  task 
force  throughout  the  process. 

“Saint  Joseph’s  College  is 
committed  to  protecting  the 
environment,”  said  Baltes.  “This 
commitment  will  not  end  with  the 
audit,  though.  It  is,  and  will  be, 
an  ongoing  effort  by  the  College 
community  to  continually  make 
improvements  for  our  future.”

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The  Wretched:  Better  Known  as  Les  Miserables

Victor  Hugo’s  Les  Miserables 
is  one  of  the  most  well  known 
novels  of  all  time.  It  has  inspired 
many  film  adaptations,  numerous 
translations,  one  book  sequel, 
and  one  musical  that  has  become 
the  longest  running  musical  in 
the  world.  Written  as  a  social 
commentary,  what  lives  on 
most  in  the  memories  of  the 
people  who  come  into  contact 
with  the  novel  is  its  plethora  of 
indomitable  characters  and  the 
strong  spirit  that  each  possess  and 
that  become  brighter  the  longer 
the  story  goes  on. 

The  main  character 
of  this  formidable  novel  is  a 
man  named  Jean  Valjean,  a 
convicted  felon  who  has  spent 
the  past  nineteen  years  in  prison 
for  stealing  a  loaf  of  bread. 
Technically,  he  was  only  meant  to 
serve  five  years  for  the  bread  that 
he  stole  to  try  and  feed  his  sister 
and  her  seven  starving  children. 
The  other  fourteen  years  were 
tacked  on  for  several  escape 
attempts  that  he  made  in  the 
ensuing  years.  When  he  finally 
receives  parole,  he  discovers  that 
even  though  he  is  now  living 
outside  the  prison,  the  stigma  of 
it  follows  him  everywhere.  Upon 
his  arrival  in  the  small  town  of 


Digne,  Valjean  is  thrown  out  of 
every  inn  and  home  that  he  comes 
to  because  of  the  past  nineteen 
years,  until  he  comes  to  the  house 
of  the  Bishop  of  the  town.  The 
kindly  bishop  takes  him  in,  only 
to  be  repaid  by  Valjean  stealing 
all  of  his  silver.  But  the  thief  of 
necessity  turned  thief  of  profit 
does  not  get  far.  His  apprehended 
before  he  even  leaves  the  town 
and  brought  back  to  face  the 
bishop.  Fortunately,  the  bishop 
is  merciful,  claiming  that  he  gave 
Valjean  the  silver  as  a  present,  and 
that  he  could  be  released. 

From  that  point  the  story  begins 
over  again  just  as  Jean  Valjean 
decided  to  after  a  long,  agonizing 
time  of  soul  searching.  The 
story  of  the  young,  beautiful,  and 
innocent  Fantine  begins  here,  and 
it  is  the  complete  opposite  of  Jean 
Valjean ’s.  Where  Valjean  begins 
at  the  lowest  point  of  morality 
and  makes  his  way  up  with  the 
help  of  the  bishop,  Fantine  begins 
at  the  top,  and  quickly  makes 
her  way  down,  with  the  help  of  a 
young  man  that  she  falls  in  love 
with.  She  is  left  alone,  carrying 
her  beau’s  child,  with  no  way  of 
supporting  herself  and  no  one  to 
go  to  as  long  as  she  has  the  child 
with  her.  In  a  fit  of  desperation, 
Fantine  leaves  her  daughter 
Cossette  with  the  devious 
Thenardiers  to  go  find  work  in 


her  home  town,  where  she  will 
send  money  for  the  family  to  care 
for  her  daughter.  But  once  her 
employer  finds  out  that  she  has  a 
child  out  of  wedlock,  she  is  fired 
and  has  to  eventually  resort  of 
prostitution  to  keep  herself  and 
her  daughter  alive. 

In  this  small  town,  the  paths  of 
Jean  Valjean  and  Fantine  collide, 
for  he  is  now  the  mayor  of  the 
town  under  a  new  name,  and 
he  steps  into  the  same  role  for 
Fantine  as  the  bishop  did  for 
him,  finding  her  at  her  lowest, 
and  doing  what  he  is  able  to 
help  bring  her  out  of  the  moral 
baseness  that  she  has  fallen  into. 
The  path  of  another  character  also 
intersects  these  two  unfortunate’s 
paths:  Police  Inspector  Javert, 
a  man  who  believes  in  only 
one  thing,  that  the  law  must  be 
followed  at  all  costs.  Upon  his 
discovery  that  the  mayor  is  a 
convict  who  broke  parole,  Javert 
does  the  only  thing  he  believes 
he  can  do:  attempt  to  arrest  him. 

It  is  this  moment,  in  this  novel 
of  beginnings,  that  the  decades 
long  search  that  Javert  makes  for 
Valjean  begins,  though  it  is  not  a 
life-long  obsession  as  many  film 
versions  have  made  it  out  to  be. 
Javert  never  forgets  Valjean,  but 
he  does  not  devote  his  whole  life 
to  the  hunt  either.  And  as  one 
story  begins,  another  ends  again 


with  poor  Famine’s  death,  and 
Valjean ’s  rescue  of  little  Cossette 
from  the  abusive  Thenardiers. 
Once  again,  as  a  new  character, 
this  time  the  young  dreamer 
Marius  Pontmercy,  is  introduced, 
a  new  story  begins  that  eventually 
intersects  with  Jean  Valjean’s 
path,  this  time  in  a  puppy  dog¬ 
like  love  story  focused  on  his 
daughter  Cossette,  who  has  by 
this  time  turned  into  a  beautifiil 
young  woman.  The  novel  stops 
making  large  jumps  in  time  and 
creating  new  stories  with  Marius’ 
entrance,  though  it  does  not  stop 
introducing  new  characters.  The 
young  Friends  of  /  'abaisse,  or 
the  friends  of  the  oppressed,  a 
group  of  young  men  full  of  fire 
and  revolutionary  ideals  that  are 
unable  to  hold  Marius  once  his 
path  crosses  with  that  of  Cossette 
are  introduced  into  the  novel. 
These  nine  young  men,  led  by  the 
dedicated  and  austere  Enjolras, 
are  the  catalysts  of  the  historical 
events  of  June,  1832,  as  well  as  of 
the  events  that  lead  to  the  ending 
of  the  novel.  And  making  a  return 
from  Cossette’s  childhood  is 
Eponine,  the  eldest  daughter  of 
the  Thenardiers.  By  mere  chance, 
Eponine  and  her  family  begin 
by  living  next  door  to  Marius, 
and  through  the  mysterious  and 
unexplainable  mechanics  of  the 
universe,  this  girl  who  has  never 


cared  about  anyone  but  herself 
becomes  rather  attached  to 
Marius,  and  becomes  willing  to 
help  him  towards  his  happiness, 
and  in  turn,  discovers  some  of  her 
own. 

The  title  Les  Miserables  refers 
to  the  type  of  character  that 
is  mostly  to  be  found  within 
the  pages  of  Hugo’s  gigantic 
novel.  The  wretched  is  perhaps 
the  best  translation  of  the  title, 
and  it  describes  all  of  the  major 
characters  in  the  novel.  Hugo 
addresses  his  title  around  the 
middle  of  the  novel  when  he 
introduces  the  thieves  of  the  Paris 
underground,  the  people  who 
have  run  away  from  one  thing  or 
another  who  have  either  found 
all  other  ways  of  making  money 
blocked  to  them,  or  the  people 
who  have  no  desire  to  honestly 
work  for  their  living.  These  are 
the  shadowy  figures  under  the 
earth  that  Hugo  pegs  as  the  people 
he  is  talking  about  in  his  novel, 
but  it  is  obvious  from  the  amount 
of  characters  that  he  writes  that 
Les  Miserables  refers  to  more 
than  those  who  have  fallen  from 
grace.  Hugo  is  also  talking  about 
characters  like  Jean  Valjean, 
Fantine,  Eponine,  and  even 
people  like  Javert,  Marius,  and 
Cossette  who  are  fine  upstanding 
people  who  have  their  moments 
of  darkness  and  wretchedness. 


Ending  the  Year  with  Coheed  and  Cambria

I  still  get  excited  when  I  look 
back  at  the  last  year  or  so  in  music 
(dating  back  to  January  2009) 
and  remember  how  much  really 
good  stuff  came  out  in  that  span 
of  time.  As  the  school  year  draws 
to  a  close,  I’m  not  sure  I  can  find 
anything  more  fitting  to  review, 
then,  than  Coheed  and  Cambria’s 
most  recent  release,  Year  of  the 
Black  Rainbow.  I  remember 
writing  in  my  2009  recap  feature 
back  in  December  that  last  year 
“five  of  what  are  literally  my 
first  six  favorite  bands”  released 
albums  last  year.  Coheed  and 
Cambria  are  the  sixth.  And, 
perhaps,  no  other  band  has  kept 
me  as  invested  as  Coheed  since  I 
first  heard  them  back  in  2004. 

Before  discussing  Year  of  the 
Black  Rainbow,  I  feel  I  should 
inform  the  reader  what  Coheed 
and  Cambria  is  all  about.  You 
see,  no  rock  band  that  I  have  ever 
heard  of  have  experimented  with 
music  as  a  storytelling  medium 
the  way  Coheed  has.  Sure, 
plenty  of  artists  have  tried  their 
hands  at  writing  concept  albums 
or  songs  that  follow  specific 
characters  or  stories,  but  “Coheed 
and  Cambria”  is  an  overarching 
project  conceived  by  vocalist, 
guitarist,  and  primary  songwriter 
Claudio  Sanchez.  Each  album 
represents  in  a  chapter  in  the 
story  of  The  Armory  Wars,  an 
intergalactic  story  written  and 
conceived  entirely  by  Sanchez. 
Coheed  and  Cambria  Kilgannon 
are  characters  in  this  story.  The 
albums  are  supplemented  with 
comic  books  and  graphic  novels 
written  by  Sanchez,  and  for 
this  album  he  actually  co-wrote 
a  fiill-length  novel.  (If  you’re 


interested  in  the  story,  Wikipedia 
has  an  excellent  summary  of  each 
album.) 

The  Armory  Wars  started 
in  2002  with  The  Second  Stage 
Turbine  Blade  (the  second 
chapter,  chronologically),  the 
band’s  prog  rock  inspired  post- 
hardore  debut.  Each  album 
added  more  to  the  story  and  the 
band  began  to  rely  more  on  their 
progressive  rock  roots  musically. 
Four  albums  and  eight  years  later, 
they  have  finished  the  story  with 
Year  of  the  Black  Rainbow,  the 
fifth  album  and  first  chapter  in  the 
story,  chronologically. 

Now  that  we  have  some 
context,  how  does  this  album 
compare  to  the  others?  At  the 
risk  of  using  an  overdone  cliche. 
Black  Rainbow  certainly  shows 
a  more  mature  band  than  any 
of  their  previous  albums.  This 
is  no  surprise,  however,  as  one 
can  certainly  hear  maturation  in 
the  band  from  album  to  album. 
Almost  completely  gone  now, 
however,  is  the  post-hardcore 
sound  of  their  first  album  that 
helped  the  band  catch  on  with  the 


Warped  Tour 
crowd.  Though 
I’m  a  huge 
Second  Stage 
fan,  I  must 
say  that  is  for 
the  better.  Of 
course,  there 
are  still  plenty 
of  “Coheed” 
moments  on 
the  album; 
songs  like  “The 
Broken”  and 
“In  the  Flame 
of  Error” 
would  be  easily 
recognizable 
to  any  casual 
listener  of  the  band. 

That’s  not  to  say  that  this 
album  isn’t  experimental.  After 
all,  that  is  basically  a  necessity 
when  it  comes  to  prog  rock. 

“Far”  is  a  heavily-electronic 
track  with  an  almost  industrial 
vibe  unlike  anything  the  band 
has  tried  before.  “This  Shattered 
Symphony”  (great  title,  right?) 
is  a  metal-inspired  hard  rock 
track  with  a  unique  introduction. 
The  song  “Guns  of  Summer,” 
reminiscent  of  their  third  album, 
has  very  atypical  melodies  and 
arrangements  and  a  Between  the 
Buried  and  Me-style  breakdown. 
Finally,  “When  Skeletons  Live,” 
though  maybe  not  as  inventive 
as  some  of  these  other  songs, 
is  a  perfect  example  of  how  to 
write  progressive  rock  music.  The 
rhythm  and  melody  is  constantly 
changing,  with  great  transitions 
between  the  different  moments, 
as  the  song  builds  to  an  epic 
conclusion  with  layered  vocals 
and  fantastic  instrumentation. 

Some  songs  are  definitely 
less  original,  and  that  can  be 
good  or  bad.  “The  Broken”  and 


the  first  single,  “Here  We  Are 
Juggernaut,”  are  both  pretty 
standard  as  far  as  rock  songs  go, 
but  both  have  great  choruses  and 
are  generally  enjoyable  listened. 
The  different  lyrical  bridges  to 
“Here  We  Are  Juggernaut”  are 
especially  fantastic.  “World  of 
Lines,”  however,  is  ultimately 
uninteresting.  I  hate  calling  a  song 
on  a  concept  album  “filler,”  but 
this  track  is  certainly  uninspired. 
“Pearl  of  the  Stars”  fills  the  quota 
for  this  band  that  requires  one 
acoustic  ballad  on  each  album, 
but  this  really  is  one  of  their  best; 
it  rivals  their  epic  “The  Light  & 
the  Glass.” 

When  it’s  all  said  and  done, 
this  is  unfortunately  far  from 
the  band’s  best  album.  In  fact,  I 
would  put  it  at  about  their  fourth 
best  (out  of  five).  Though  the 
band  doesn’t  really  have  any 
“bad”  albums,  this  one  has  a  lot  to 
live  up  to  and  fails  to  deliver  for 
the  most  part.  Yes,  it  is  very  much 
a  Coheed  album  and  I  do  mostly 
enjoy  the  direction  they’ve  gone, 
but  it  also  seems  like  a  weaker 
effort  than  some  of  their  past 
accolades  (barely  three  songs  over 
five  minutes,  really?).  Of  course, 
it  has  some  great  moments  and 
long-time  fans  of  the  band  will 
probably  enjoy  it.  Newcomers  to 
Coheed  and  Cambria,  however, 
should  check  out  their  2003 
release  In  Keeping  Secrets  of 
Silent  Earth:  3. 

Still,  I  challenge  any  real 
Coheed  and  Cambria  fan  not  to 
get  even  one  goosebump  at  the 
end  of  the  final  track,  “The  Black 
Rainbow,”  as  Sanchez  sings,  “It’s 
over,”  repeatedly  as  the  song 
comes  to  a  conclusion.  Obviously, 
this  has  significance  in  the  context 
of  the  story  the  album  is  trying 
to  tell,  but  it  also  has  special 


meaning  to  those  who  have  been 
following  the  band  and  Sanchez’s 
Armory  Wars  for  years.

Viral  Marketing

The  twenty-first  century 
has  redefined  marketing  and 
communications  due  to  high¬ 
speed  technological  advances, 
the  most  notable  of  which  is  Web 
2.0.  While  not  a  completely  new 
Internet,  the  revolution  of  Web 
2.0  presented  hugely  popular 
web  applications  to  the  fingertips 
of  the  world.  Among  these  are 
social  networking  sites,  wikis, 
and  photo  and  video  sharing 
depositories.  Sharing  information 
has  never  been  easier,  and 
naturally  big  business  wanted  a 
piece  of  it.  The  stage  was  set  for 
an  upsurge  of  viral  marketing. 

Viral  marketing  is  a  campaign 
tactic  used  by  a  group  to  promote 
a  product  or  idea  via  word  of 
mouth.  In  the  Internet  age,  “word 
of  mouth”  can  be  translated  as 
“word  of  bloggers  and  Facebook 
addicts.”  A  mesmerizing  video 
can  be  spread  across  the  world  in 
a  matter  of  hours.  Never  before 
has  information  traveled  so 
quickly.  Sometimes  the  content 
is  purely  for  entertainment  such 
as  in  “Charlie  the  Unicom”,  but 
in  other  instances,  the  media  may 
be  for  a  much  higher  purpose, 
as  seen  with  Barack  Obama’s 
Presidential  campaign. 

Oftentimes,  viral  campaigns 
have  a  shroud  of  mystery 
surrounding  them  which  amplifies 
excitement,  and  thus  incites 
an  even  more  rapid  outburst 
of  sharing.  Hollywood  has 
taken  this  practice  to  heart  and 
profited  immensely,  using  such 
advertising  strategies  with  the 
recent  hypes  of  Cloverfield 
and  Paranormal  Activity.  To 
illustrate,  Cloverfield s  first 
theatrical  trailers  featured  the 
release  date,  but  not  the  film’s 
title.  As  a  result,  thousands  of 
intrigued  individuals  hit  the 
Internet  to  quench  their  curiosity, 
resulting  in  millions  of  dollars  in 
free  advertising  on-line  through 
the  blogosphere.  Paranormal 
Activity  took  a  different  approach 
by  originally  releasing  in  limited 
locations.  For  a  nationwide 
release,  fans  were  urged  to  go 
on-line  to  Eventful.com  and 
“demand"  the  film  to  be  more 
widely  distributed.  Within  three 
weeks,  over  1 ,000,000  Eventful 
users  had  demanded  Paranormal 
Activity’s  nationwide  release. 

The  film  grossed  over  $100 
million  dollars  in  the  U.S.  and 
nearly  $200  million  worldwide 
(BoxOfficeMojo.com). 

From  politicians  to  film 
makers,  everyone  has  given 
viral  marketing  a  go.  Naturally 
an  artist  had  to  give  it  a  try.  On 
December 
4,  2009,  a 
strikingly 
surreal  clip  hit 
Youtube.  It 
was  instantly 
forwarded  to 
several  major 
bloggers  who 
took  the  bait 
and  posted 
it  on  their 
respective 


sites.  Measuring  only  56 
seconds,  the  anonymous  user, 
known  only  as  “iamamiwhoami,” 
submitted  her  video  entitled, 
“699130082.451322.”  Two 
more  videos  of  the  same  artist 
followed,  posted  approximately 
a  week  apart.  The  performer 
was  indecipherably  covered  in 
mud  and  makeup,  and  featured  a 
different  animal  in  each  video,  the 
first  of  which  contained  the  live 
birth  of  a  goat.  The  videos  were 
soon  removed  from  Youtube, 
presumably  due  to  their  “graphic 
nature,”  but  soon  were  re¬ 
uploaded  with  a  graphic  over  the 
place  of  the  live  birth. 

The  bizarre  cinematography, 
music,  performance,  and 
abrupt  endings  mystified 
Internet  users,  and  speculation 
abounded  concerning  the  artist’s 
identity.  Bloggers  posted 
hundred  of  articles,  many  giving 
“undeniable”  proof  of  who  the 
performer  was.  However,  each 
had  a  different  celebrity  in  mind, 
the  most  notable  of  which  include: 
Cristina  Aguilera,  Lady  Gaga, 
Madonna,  and  Gwen  Stefani. 
Nevertheless,  Aguilera  was  at  the 
forefront  due  to  many  bloggers 
developing  their  own  translations 
of  the  numerical  sequences 
entitling  the  clips.  For  instance, 
if  you  add  all  of  the  numbers  in 
the  first  title  together,  you  are 
left  with  “38.17,”  which  directly 
substituted  for  the  alphabet 
yields,  “CH.AG.”  While  several 
translations  and  speculations  seem 
quite  stretched,  one  of  the  most 
comprehensive  analyses  of  all 
data  comes  from  the  following 
post:  <http://forsakenorder.com/ 
simply-surprising/facts/ 1 0922/ 
decodingiamamiwhoami>. 

After  five  more  videos, 
each  more  extensive  than  the 
last,  a  majority  of  followers  have 
begun  implicating  an  unknown, 
Jonna  Lee.  While  not  entirely 
new  to  the  music  scene,  Lee  has 
recorded  two  albums  and  an 
EP,  receiving  limited  success  in 
Europe.  Hailing  from  Sweden 
and  now  living  in  the  U.K.,  Lee 
has  the  most  physical  similarities 
to  any  proposed  musical  artist  to 
date;  however,  the  entire  visual 
and  musical  style  is  a  dramatic 
departure  from  any  of  her  former 
work. 

Regardless  of  all  conjecture, 
it  is  obvious  that  iamamiwhoami 
is  not  finished  with  her  mission. 

If  it  is  simply  for  the  viral 
marketing  of  a  musical  album, 
we  do  not  know,  but  perhaps 
it  is  for  something  completely 
unexpected,  something  as 
unpredictable  as  her  videos  and  as 
mysterious  as  her  identity.

He  helped  Fever  Academy  to 
the  Indiana  State  Cup  finals  and 
a  first-place  finish  in  the  Midwest 
Regional  League  in  2009, 
finishing  as  the  team’s  leading 
scorer.  Wolanin  and  Fever 
Academy  also  won  the  Midwest 
Division  Championship  in  the 
Super  Y  League  in  both  2008  and 
2009.  He  is  the  son  of  Barb  and 
Michael  Wolanin. 

“Adam  is  a  very  versatile 
performer  and  a  true  weapon  on 
the  left  side  of  the  field.  He  will

The  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
women’s  tennis  team  completed 
a  record  breaking  season  by  win¬ 
ning  their  20th  match  on  Satur¬ 
day  in  Springfield,  Illinois.  SJC 
defeated  both  Quincy  University 
and  the  University  of  Illinois- 
Springfield  7-2  to  conclude  its 
regular  season. 

In  the  first  match  on  Saturday, 
the  Pumas  rolled  over  Quincy 
7-2.  Sweeping  all  three  doubles 
matches  from  the  Hawks,  SJC 
followed-up  by  winning  four  of 
six  singles  matches  to  secure  the 
victory.  Posting  a  win  at  number 
six  singles  was  Jessica  Portney 
(Sr.  Hammond  Ind. /Hammond) 
with  a  6-4,  6-2  win  over  Megan 
Marsot. 

In  the  second  match  of  the 
day,  the  Pumas  faced  a  much 


stronger  Prairie  Star  team  who 
also  claimed  a  7-2  victory  over 
QU  prior  to  the  match.  Things 
started  a  bit  bumpy  for  the  Pumas, 
who  found  themselves  down  2-1 
after  doubles  competition. 

SJC  was  once  again  up  to  the 
challenge  and  swept  all  six  singles 
matches  to  secure  the  7-2  win. 
Number  five  singles  player  Kara 
Paroubek  (Fr.,  De  Pere,  Wis./  De 
Pere)  capped  things  off  with  a 
come  from  behind  2-6,  6-3,  6-1 
victory  over  Brook  Tweed. 

With  the  pair  of  victories 
the  Pumas  (20-3)  broke  the  SJC 
single-season  wins  record  of  1 8 
set  by  the  1996  women’s  team. 
Finishing  5-1  in  the  Great  Lakes 
Valley  Conference  East  the  Pumas 
also  secured  the  second  seed  in 
Friday’s  GLVC  Championship 


Tournament  held  in  Springfield, 
Missouri.  SJC  will  face  the  third 
seed  from  the  GLVC  West  in  the 
University  of  Missouri  St.  Louis. 

Along  with  the  team  wins 
record  set  on  Saturday,  several 
individual  single  season  records 
were  set  by  the  Pumas.  Katee 
Sanderson  (Fr.,  Wheatfield  Ind./ 
Michigan  City)  broke  the  all-time 
school  record  for  most  wins  in  a 
single  season  with  22.  Elizabeth 
Rowden  set  the  previous  mark  of 
20  wins  in  a  season  back  in  the 
1994-95. 

Jordan  Omer  (Sr.  Avon  Ind./ 
Avon)  who  has  21  wins  this 
season,  is  now  second  all-time  in 
single-season  victories.  Anisha 
Gohil  (Sr.,  Kokomo,  Ind. /Taylor) 
and  Heather  Esker  each  have 
recorded  20  wins  this  season  and 


are  now  tied  for  third  all-time  in 
SJC  history. 

Also  moving  to  the  top  of  the

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2010  NFL  Draft  Offers  A 
Few  Surprises

With  the  2010  NFL  draft 
in  the  books,  255  players  now 
belong  to  professional  teams. 
Most  did  not  know  where  they 
were  going,  although  some  had 
a  pretty  good  idea.  One  of  the 
biggest  surprises  in  this  year’s 
draft  was  Tim  Tebow  being  taken 
in  the  first  round  and  before 
Jimmy  Clausen. 

This  year’s  draft  was  the  first 
time  that  a  USC,  University  of 
Miami,  Notre  Dame,  or  Virginia 
Tech  player  has  not  been  picked 
in  the  first  round  since  the  early 
90’s.  Many  good  players  came 
from  each  of  these  schools  this 
year,  but  the  NFL  teams  did  not 
find  any  of  them  to  be  first  round 
worthy. 

If  you  followed  any  of  the 
draft  before  it  happened,  you  had 
a  pretty  good  idea  of  who  the 
first  five  picks  were  going  to  be. 
Bradford  was  a  virtual  lock  to 
be  taken  by  the  Rams,  and  he  is 
going  to  be  putting  the  franchise 
on  his  back  after  the  team  went 
1-15  last  year.  St.  Louis  had 
eleven  picks  and  split  them  pretty 
evenly  in  addressing  their  needs, 
taking  five  offensive  and  six 
defensive  players. 


With  the  second  overall 
pick,  the  Detroit  Lions  selected 
Ndamukong  Suh,  a  6’4”  307 
lb.  defensive  tackle  who  was 
regarded  as  the  best  defensive 
player  in  the  draft.  Gerald  McCoy, 
another  excellent  defensive  tackle, 
was  drafted  one  spot  later  by 
the  Tampa  Bay  Buccaneers  who 
struggled  mightily  on  defense  last 
year. 

With  Donovan  McNabb 
going  to  the  Washington  Redskins 
during  the  offseason,  the  team  did 
not  need  to  worry  about  getting  a 
quarterback  during  the  draft;  but 
they  did  get  someone  to  protect 
McNabb  in  Trent  Williams,  an 
offensive  tackle  from  Oklahoma. 
This  team  is  definitely  heading  in 
the  right  direction  with  new  head 
coach  Mike  Shanahan. 

The  Kansas  City  Chiefs  had 
the  fifth  overall  pick  and  selected 
Eric  Berry,  a  strong  safety  from 
Tennessee.  He  will  be  a  strong 
presence  on  the  defensive  side  of 
the  ball  and  should  be  the  type  of 
impact  player  the  Chiefs  need  in 
their  secondary. 

The  quarterback  position 
is  usually  the  most  scrutinized 
going  into  the  draft.  This  year, 
the  attention  was  on  Tim  Tebow, 
Jimmy  Clausen,  Colt  McCoy,  and 
Sam  Bradford.  Bradford,  taken 


by  the  Rams,  should  be  a  solid 
NFL  player  if  he  stays  healthy. 
Clausen,  a  Carolina  Panther,  and 
McCoy,  a  Cleveland  Brown,  will 
have  the  opportunity  to  learn 
under  quarterbacks  Matt  Moore 
and  Jake  Delhomme,  respectively. 
It  remains  to  be  seen  how  Tebow 
will  be  used  by  the  Broncos, 
but  expect  head  coach  Josh 
McDaniels  to  be  creative  with 
him. 

Both  of  the  local  teams  did 
well  in  the  draft  and  addressed 
some  major  needs.

The  Indianapolis  Colts 
also  had  a  solid  draft,  using  the 
majority  of  their  picks  to  bolster 
their  defense. 

Of  course,  we  can’t  forget 
to  mention  Mr.  Irrelevant,  the 
last  pick  in  this  year’s  draft.  The 
pick  was  made  by  the  Detroit 
Lions,  and  their  selection  was 
Tim  Toone,  a  wide  receiver  from 
Weber  State.  Interestingly  enough, 
the  last  three  Mr.  Irrelevants  are 
all  currently  on  NFL  rosters.  It 
will  be  fun  to  see  which  players 
out  of  this  year’s  draft  succeed  in 
the  NFL  and  who  will  be  busts.
